Local chairman, R. C. Lewis 
of the Bank of Sierra Madre, 
reports a little over $100 has 
been turned in since from Si¬ 
erra Madreans. He is hoping 
that the city proposed quota 
of $500 will bo met without 
making solicitations. 

The need for funds is grow¬ 
ing is the report of veteran 
Red Cross Disaster worker, Rob¬ 
ert Edson. Edson said homes 
were wrenched from their 
foundations, rolled down the 
streets for blocks and in many 
cases were completely demol¬ 
ished Some homes vanished 
and the mud and silt covered 
every thing, sometimes three 
feet deep. A few tragedies not¬ 
ed from his work are: blind 
couple in their seventies lose 
home under 15 feet of water; 
woman 64, an invalid for 30 
years and bedfast, lost her 3- 
room home; man's sole source 
of income, a bulldozer buried 
in the mud; and thousands of 
similar and more gruesome 
situations must await the res¬ 
cue and help of Red Cross.

♦PARENT-TEACHER ASSOCIATION APPROVED SHOW 


An intriguing struggle of the Press versus KTLA headman, 
Klaus Landsbcrg, holds the Hollywood television spotlight. 

Since the Press seldom loses—and when it does yield tem¬ 
porarily it usually wins the last round—the result of the 
battle can safely be predicted. 

But Mr. Landsberg is a stubborn man—one with a single 
purpose in mind: He wants 100 per cent of all TV set owners 
to be tuned to Channel 5 one hundred per cent of the time. 
That he does not already have the entire television in his 
palm it is sometimes hard for him to believe. 

Latest publication to incur Mr. Landsberg’s wrath is Tele¬ 
views Magazine, a monthly slick magazine which has been 
in the business almost as long as television stations. Every 
year the magazine conducts a TV Popularity Poll, which re¬ 
flects public opinion no more or less accurately than most 
polls of its kind. 

Televiews’ third poll, just recently completed, showed 
KTLA winning 11 out of 19 awards, an outstanding achieve¬ 
ment. One of the 8 awards that failed to go to Mr. Lands¬ 
berg’s station went to KTTV’s Ada Leonard for “lop Fem¬ 
inine TV Personality.” 

Upon hearing this, Mr. Landsberg blew sky high. He blew 
even higher when the vote for “Top Male TV Personality” 
went to Korla Pandit, who recently quit KTLA. To top his 
grievances against Televiews, Mr. Landsberg read in the 
Awards issue an interview with Korla Pandit in which the 
music man said that one of the reasons he had quit Mr. 
Landsberg’s station was that he felt he was “being exploit¬ 
ed.” 

At first KTLA threatened not to send any of its winners 
to the awards dinner. Then it relented but said it would 
accept the honors but would minimize the publicity. 

Mr. Landsberg, some time back, feuded bitterly with one 
of the big L. A. daily newspapers. And for some reason or 
other, every time the head of KTLA’s name appeared in its 
columns it was the victim of such poor typographical negli¬ 
gence as: Mr. Hans Klausberg”— “Mr. Lans Klassburg” — 
and sometimes even “Mr. Laus Klansberg.”
